T is the bleſſed and happy Conſolation of 
1 the Righteous, that they know the Lord 
and are known of him; ſuch need not the Ap- 
plauſe of Men to perpetuate their Memory, 
neither can any terreſtrial Object conduce to 
leſſen or increaſe their Happineſs. Thoſe who 
have been enliſted under the ſacred Banner of 
Chriſt, and have hy a ſteady Adherence to his 
divine Commands, through the quickening Pow- 
er of his Grace, vanquiſhed their Soul's Enemy 
and ſpoiled his Goods, though they have done 
nothing but what it was their Duty to do, yet 
when their Warfare is accompliſhed, and the 


frail Houſcs of their Tabernacles are diſſolved,

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they are, through the unmerited and unſpeakable 
Mercy of their dear Redeemer; acttmittec to 2 
bleſſed Communion with the Saints in Light, in 
thoſe Manſions of Glory that are prepared for 
the Righteous. 


When we conſider this glorious End of the 
Chriſtian Warfare, who cannot but feel fervent 
Breathings and Aſpirations after the Things of 
God and the perfect Way of Righteouſneſs ? 
Who cannot but ardently deſire that their Feet 
may be turned into the Path of Virtue, which 
ever was and will be a Path of Peace? Abd 
happy are all they who not only deſire, but 
follow an to knoto the Lord even unto the End of 
their Days —Let whatever Afflictions and Diſap- 
pointments be the Allotment of theſe; though 


they may (in Regard to this World) eat-the 


Bread of Adverſity, and drink the Water of 


Affliction ; tho' every Spring of earthly Comfort 


may be dried up, yet ibis is their Confidence, and 
herein is their great Conſolation, they know that 
their Redeemer livetb, and that while they con- 
tinue faithful to him, none ſhall be able to pluck 
them out of his Hand. As this peaceful Tran- 
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quillity of Mind infinitely tranſcends every Satiſ- 
faction that Terreſtrials afford, whether Riches, 
or Honour, or Length of Days; how lamenta- 
ble is their Condition who care for none of theſe 
Things ! but are more concerned to accumulate 
and acquire the Riches and Honours of ' this 
World, which profit not in the Day of Wrath, 
than the durable Riches and Righteouſneſs that 


delivereth from Death, Prov. xi. 4. Length 


of Days to theſe may appear defirable—they 
may exult in the Hopes of long Life, and pur 


off the ſerious Concerns of Immortality tilt its 


Decline; but herein alſo the Lot of the Rich- 


teous is bleſſed they afk not for Length- of 


Days they deſire not a conftant uninterrupted 
State of Happineſs here but are content and 
reſigned in every Diſpenſation of Providence 
Althongh the Fig-tree ſhall not bloſſom, neither 
ſhall Fruit be in the Vines, the Labour of the 
Olive ſhall fail, and the Fields ſhall yield no 
Meat, the Flock ſhall be cut off from the Fold, 
and there ſhall be no Herd in the Stalls, yet will 
they rejoice in the Lord, and joy in the God of 
their Salvation, Hab. iii. 17, 18. The Mind 


| b thus repleniſhed—thus fitted for the awful 
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Tranſition from Time to Eternity, there is no 
Cauſe of Murmuring or of gloomy Sorrow, if 
it pleaſes the Amigbiy, in the Bloom of Life, to 
take from us our neareſt and deareſt Connections 
in the Fleſh, to join the Spirits of the Juſt made 


perfect, in the Realms of Bliſs—in celebrating 
the Praiſes of their dear Redeemer, with Joy 
unſpeakable and full of Glory. 


Who is there among the Children of Men, 
however young, however proſperous in this 
World, and however ſurrounded with its Gaities 
and Pleaſures, but (was it not for the Offence of 
the Croſs) would gladly be Partakers of this 
glorious Reſt which is prepared for the People 
of God ? Wherefore it is rather to be conſidered 
as a merciful Diſpenſation of Providence, when 
he is pleaſed to finiſh the Work, and cut it ſbort 
in Righteouſneſs, and early to take to himſelf 
thoſe that were afore prepard for Glory, and 
through the ſanCtifying Power of his Grace, with 
the Obedience of Faith, made Veſſels of Honour 
in his Houſe, with the Inſcription of Holineſs 
put upon them : Many Temptations -and Snares 
that attend Mortality are avoided by theſe, and 
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various conflicting Circumſtances and human 
Frailties are eſcaped, which are ever our Attend- 
ants while in a State of Mutability. 


We now proceed to give ſome Account of 
our near Relation, who with exemplary Patience 
and Reſignation to the Will of her heavenly 
Father, ſuſtain'd the painful Conflicts of a ſick, 
Bed upwards of twelve Months. Yet it is not our 
Deſign in any degree to attribugg, a meritorious 
Capacity to the Creature, believing according to 
the Scriptures, that nothing 1s to be aſcribed to 
it but Shame and Confuſion of Face, and that if 
we are in any Reſpect as we ought to be, it is by 
the Grace of God, and if we are ſaved it is of his

the Servants of the Lord, and their Righteouſneſs 
is of me, ſaith the Lord, Iſa. liv. 17. Thus 
attributing all the Praiſe and Glory to him, who 
is pleaſed greatly to dignify thoſe that ſubmit 
to his refining Hand - We think it incumbent 
upon us (that her virtuous Example may be

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the Memory of the Faff, which is and ever will 
be bleſſed) to declare what we know or moſt 
ferely believe of the heavenly Frame of Mind, the 
Red/aſt Faith and unſhaken Confidence of our near 
and dear Relation of whom we write—lt is 
written, All thy Children fha!l be tapght of the 
Lord, and great ſhall be the Peace of thy Children, 
If. liv.

confpicuouſly ſhone, to the great Comfort and - 


Edification of thoſe to whom ſhe was connected, 
who had frequent Occaſions of obſerving, how 
greatly the Love of God prevailed in her. And 
though He was pleaſed to allure her and lead 
her into the Wilderneſs, He did not fail to 
ipeak comfortably to her. Her A ffections were 
weaned from the unprofitable Joys and unſancti- 


fied 
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fied Pleaſures of the World, and through the 
#neffable Merey of her dear Redeemer, ſhe par- 
took of the celeſtial Dainties of his Bangueting- 
Houſe; and his Banner over her was Love. She 
was patient in Tribulation—fer vont in Spirit. 
ſerving the Lord. -und greatly rejoicing iu Hope of 
eternal Life. She was patient in Tribulation, and 
gave early convincing Proofs of it to all about 
her 3 tho” tedious: Days and weariom Nights were 
apptinted unto her, yet ſhe believed it to be 
ordered, in the unſearchable Wiſdom of her hea- 
venly Father, for her Good—though exquifite 
her Pains and diverſified her Afflictions, ſhe was 
never heard to murmur in the leaſt; but the. 
tranquil Serenity of her Mind was expreflively | 
declared by her ' placid Countenance and Aſpect 
benign. And though we were ſenſibly affected at 
the Extremity of her bodily Infirmities, and are 
0 now ſhe is no longer continued with us in the 


Houſe of her Pilgrimage, yet we ſorrow not as 


them that have no Hope, believing as the Scrip- 
tures teſtify, that as Jeſus died and roſe again, 
even ſo them alſo which ſleep in Jeſus will God 
bring with him, 1 Theſ. iv.

She was fervent in piru, mor 
irequently in Prayer for:herfelf—her Relations, 
and all Mankind univerſally ; Here we may 
reflect how beautiful are the Sainis Garments ;

Gojpel Diſpenſation, which 
is proved to be in the Experience of many, the 


Miniſtration of the Spirit; the Inſtance before us 
is a convincing Proof, that in this Day it pleaſes

One 
of them obſcrving, What Pleaſure it would 


give them if ſhe was to get welt ;”* her Reply 


was, No, 1 ſhall not add much io your. Pleaſure, 


my Home will ſoon be in Heaven,

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She wiſhed, That every one that frequents 
Public Places of Diverſions, and follows the de- 
ceilful Pleaſures of this World, would be perſuaded, 
after giving themſelves up io thoſe Scenes of Folly, 


to dedicate the Remainder of their Time to the 
Service of the Lord their Cod; and added, that 
in ſo doing they would find the greateſt and moſt 


laſting Happineſs. 


On Third-day following ſhe was viſited by 
ſome Friends from London, to whom ſhe ex- 
preſſed herſelf to the following Purport, beſides 
many other Expreſſions that are not accurately 
remembered : (One of the Friends enquired 
concerning her Diſorder, to whom ſhe replied) 
My Pains of Body are great, but my Dependence 
is on the Lord, and my only Comfort is in him— 
I thought from the Beginning that 1 ſhould not get 
over it, but within theſe three Weeks 1 have [een 


clearly that I Hall not. She obſerved to the 


Friend, That foe bad been viſited long before ber 
Iineſs, and bad found great Uneaſineſs in wearing 
Things that were gay, and alja in ſpeaking in the 
Plural Language lo one Peron; and added, that 
ſhe found it difficult to take up the Groſs, but when 
o D the 
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ſhe did in any Reſpect, ber Satisfaction was greal— 
O what I feel for thoſe whoſe Minds are ſo much 
involved in the World! Sometimes when I am low 
and the Lord it with me, I think that ſurely I can 
ſee the Gates of Heaven open to receive me. To 
another Friend, ſhe ſaid, How can we think it 
bard to bear Pain of Body, when we conſider how 
much our Saviour ſuffered to redeem us. It was 
mentioned by her, That ſbe had done many T, bings 
amiſs, and bad felt Conviction for them ; but 
added, my Sins are forgiven me, and my Tranſ- 
greſſions will be remember'd no more—1 am ready 
to go—l bave nothing to do but to die—T pray 
that every Night may be my laſt, but, that not 
mine, but the Lord's Will may be dene—the World 
is weaned from me and 1 from the Hurid ] am 
tired of every thing in it =O bow my Soul longs 
to join the Angels and Arch < Angels that are in 
Teaven, 


At another Time, ſhe ſaid, This is bard 
Work, but I have an eaſy Maſter. 


Within a few Days of her Deceaſe ſhe was 
almoſt continually in Prayer to her heavenly

Father, and giving profitable and affecting Ad- 
vices to all about her. To one of the Servants 
(giving her a Bible) ſhe ſaid, There is a Bible 
for thee, I give it thee for the Good of thy Soul; 
read in it often, for it is the beſt of Books, and 
pray to God to open thy Mind that thou mayſt 
underſtand what thou reads, and then 1 don't 
doubt but be will, She alſo gave to the reſt of 
the Servants, each a Bible, accompanied with 
the like Inſtruction; and bequeath'd ſeveral little

they were near to ber; and to ſome that at- 


| tended her, J don't deſpiſe you becauſe you are 


poor love you the better for it- Heaven bas 
ordered you ſhould be ſo, She alſo ſaid, Charity 
is a good Thing, be that gives to the Poor lends 
to the Lord, Her bodily Pains were much in- 
creaſed, and ſhe was ſenſible that her Diſſolution 
was at hand, yet perfectly reſign'd. 


On Fifth. day, the 1oth of the Second Montli, 
one of her Brothers being in the Room, ſhe 
dropt the following Expreflions : This is hard

In the Evening, ſhe ſaid, O Lord Jeſus Chriſt !

In the Evening preceeding her Departure, ſhe 
ſpake to one of her Siſters, as ſollows : Gaiety 
proceeds from Pride, and Pride is the Root of all 
Evil Is will not be enquired of us in the Day of 
Account what we wore, but the Lord will know 
them that are proud ; it was ſaid, that our Saviour 
wore @ Garment without a Seam—O what 1 
feel for thoſe tobeſe Minds are entirely given up

me to thyſelf ———1 ſhall reap the Fruits of my 
Labours—my Scul will be in Heaven this Night 
Leet Jeſus take me quickly—ſfiweeten the | 
bitter Cup I pray thee, O Lord ! It is bard 
Work to die — ] hope we ſhall all meet again in 
Heaven. She called for her Mother, and on her 
coming to her, faid, Farewel—juſt gone. Her 
Siſter went to her Bedſide, to whom ſhe faid, 
What Siſter !--O Sifter I can't ſpeak. In a little 


Time ſhe again called for her Mother, ſaying, 
Mamma, but was not able to ſpeak any more to 


her ; 
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ber; ſoon after which, about Eight o' Clock on 
Seventh-day Morning, the 12th of the Second 
Month 1774, fhe breathed her laſt, and quietly 
fell aſleep in the Lord, being not quite feventeen 
Years of Age. 


She was ſolemnly interred on the 2oth in 
Friends Burying-Ground at Bunbill. Fields, at- 
tended by many Friends and others; and we 
doubt not is gather'd to the Bleſſedneſs of the 
Juft, and admitted into the glorious Manſions 
that are prepared for thoſe in whom - the Love 
of God is verily perfected.
